England Faces 


Biggest Strike 


In Her History

LONDON, April ] 3. —The triple 


alliance has ordered Its members 
to go on stride at 10 o'clock Friday 
night. 


Shortly after the triple alliance 


order was made known, the organ- 
izations of engineers, clerks and 
electricians formally 
notified the 


alliance that they are ready to Join 
the strike the moment they are 
asked to do so. 


A strike of these workers would 


add 265.000 to the total of Idle 
employes as follows: 


Engineers and firemen 
75,000 


clerks 90,000; 
electricians 
100,- 


000. 


Together with the miners, the 


rail men and 
transport 
workers 


constitute the triple alliance, di- 
rectly 
controlling 
approximately

The same applies to other mandate 
terms not ratified by this country. 


This should be sufficient to cause the powers to
